The duty of administering the 


new doe law passed by the legr- 
lature of 1910 is placed upon the 
state department of agriculture. 
There has been some criticism 
of the law because it permits of 
the disposal of unclaimed dogrs. 
Mr. Norgrord, commissioner "of 
agriculture holds that this fea- 
ture of the law is humane.* 
."It provides in substance," he 
says, "that every dog- shall have 
an owner and a home. It la well 
known that roost of the trouble ' 
from dogs comes fro*ni the va- 
grant' homeless ones." The new 
law requires that every dog1 in 
the state must-have a license'tag" 
before July 1, 3920. 
The license costs ?3-for male 
dogs and 95 for 
female. 
Any 
dog found without a license tag 
after July 1 will be seized 
by 
any peace officer -and if not re- 
claimed 
within a 
reasonable 
time will be disposed of in some 
humane manner. 
Assessors are 
to list every dog- in their district 
and will receive 
20 cents 
for 
each one listed. Officers will re- 
ceive ?1 for. every tagrless dog: 
seized. 
The chief 
purpose of 
the law is of course, 
to rid the 
state of the vajrrant, homeless 
dog-s which bring- such havoc to 
sheep. The new law was passed 
at the solicitation of the sheep 
raisers, who felt that their flocks 
were entitled to proper protec- 
tion.

Taming'the Everglades

now any tourist 'can 
do it in two 
days on a comfortable 
boat.

and.g-arden-truck. 
- ,Thia .means .that one 
of the last 
great .American wildernesses is about 
to^be tamed/. True, only a small frac- 
tyvn of. .its a_rea, which' is about thes 
•Same as that, of Connecticut, has 
been made habitable for men. Fif- 
teen thousand acres is' an estimate 
of the. area now'under cultivation, 
and about three thousand people live 
in- the everglades, including the two 
thousand in IVTorehaven, the 
glade 
metropolis.

Dra.uiag-0 Cunol.s About Finished '- 
But the drainage canals which are 
to pierce the watery 
heart of the 
trreat swamp are almost completed. 
The water is receding steadily,- the 
area of farm land creeping farther 
In. 
Ther*e is a part -,of the 
glades, 
perhaps a fifth of the whole area in 
the far,southern end, 
which 
will 
probably never be drained because it 
is too low. This., will 
remain as a

Glatles Arc Stubborn. 
The glades are certainly one of the

This work consists in cutting a num- 
ber of outlets through the rim of the 
basin, so that the water can flow In- 
to the sea. 
But the cutting of these 
primary canals does not thoroughly 
or completely drain any of the lands. 
In order to do this, laterals and sub- 
lateral canals must be cut, and this 
work* devolves' upon those who. buy 
the land. 
The state law favors the individual 
settler in search of a home rather 
than the development company and 
the speculator. 
It provides that if 
anyone wants to buy more than 320 
acres of land in the glides,, he must 
make a bid and the lands must then 
be advertised and sold to the highest 
bidder. No real estate operator likes 
to buy land that way. He goes to all 
the expense of making an investiga- 
tion of the lands, and then someone 
else perhaps outbids him and takes 
them away from him. The chances 
of getting them at a bargain are slim. 
The individual settler who wants less 
than 320 acres, on the other hand, 
can buy from the state at the assess- 
ed value of the land, which is from 
$35 to $50 an acre. 


Individual Has Hard Time.

A treaty was j 
formed "-with them 
by which they 


agreed forever to remain west of 
the Mississippi, and never to.recroas 
it without permission from tlie Pres- 
ident, or the Governor of the- state.

"1S32, Black Hawk pre- 
pared to re-assert his claims to the 
disputed territory. 


The Sauks and Foxes were divided1 


into a warlike party, led by-Black 
Hawk, and a peace parts', led by 
Keokuk; the latter being most nu- 
merous. Keofcuk was bold, sage, elo- 
quent; by means of which he suc- 
ceeded in keeping this better and 
larger part of "the tribe at peace with 
the whites, whose power he >vftaely 
deemec) It folly to resist.

Refuses

One old chief of tlie Sauks and 
Foxes, called Mucata Muhlcatah. or 
Black Hawk, always denied the va- 
lidity of these treaties, alleging that 
some Indians had been imprisoned at 
St. Louis, that some chiefs were sent 
clown to provide for their defense. 
and, .while there, without consent of 
the Nation, sold the lands and came 
home drunk, and loaded with pres- 
ents. 
IBlack ."Hawk was now an old 


man. 
He was an Indian patriot, a1 


kind husband and father, and was 
noted 
for 
his integrity in all -his 


dealings with his tribe and with the 
Indian traders. He was distinguish- 
ed for courage and clemency, a.nd 
never was defeated in his life, al- 
though h« had fought many a hard 
battle. 


Believing that-the treaty was void. 
Black Hawk resisted the order of the' 
government, for the removal of his 
tribe across and west of the .Missis- 
sippi, though compelled1' to comply. 
In the spring of 1831 he^ reo'rossecl 
the river with his women -and chil- 
dren, and three hundred warriors of 
his own tribe, together with some

he 
looked as a captive of 
the United 
States army. While the life of Black 
ITawk has little, to do in time with 
the territory in which is the city of 
Janesville and the couiuy of Rock, 
yet it is the great overshadowing his- 
torical event-fraught 
with interest 


and has a direct bearing on the set- 
tlement of the country in 1S35. 


The dedication of the volume is in 


the language of the Indian. It is not 
supposed -that anyone living in this 
section today will be able to read the 
printed example of the Fox dialect, 
r am of. the opinion thnt it is; freely 
translated too. or rather it niay" be 
said that the translation is "liberal." 
But it makes an interesting chanter. 
The interpreter, Antoine I.eciair. at 
the Indian agency at Rock Island, 
certifies that the translation is cor- 
rect. It was done he says at Blac^v 
Hawk's request in order that false 
imprc-sslons mlght be cleared away. 


Black Hawk so it was stated by .7. 
B. Patterson, the editor of the book, 
was not at all satisfied with the his- 
tories of the war in which he figured 
and wanted to v.-rite. one himself to 
clear up the falsehoods. 
The book itaelf is a rare, one, few 
copies only being in' existence. Tlie

The changes of many summers, have brought old

Before I set out on my journey to the land of 


my fathers, I have determined to give my motives and 
reaso'ns for my former hostilities to the whites, and to 
vindicate my. character from misrepresentation. 
The 


kindness. I received from you whilst a prisoner of war 
assures me that you will vouch for the fncts contained 
in my narrative, so far as they came under your, obser- 
vation. . 


I am now an obscure' member 
of a nation, that 


formerly honored -and respected my .opinions. 
The 


path to glory is rough, and many gloomy .hours obscure, 
it. May the Great Spirit shed light on your's—and that 
.you aiay never experience the humility that the power 
of the" American government lias reduced me to, is the 
wish of him'who, in his native forests, was once as 
proud and bold as yourself. 


Winnebago chiefs—immediately call- 
ed a council of officers, when it was 
decided, although In dlsob<"dit?nce of 
genpra.l orders 
from Atkinson 10 
"pursue tlie Indians at once, which 
was done amidst great hardship and 
fatigue, and the Indians were finally 
overtaken a-s they approached the 
broken "const" of the Wisconsin riv- 
er, abo.ut four o'clock In the after- 
noon. About tills time the advanced 
guard was passing over some uneven 
ground, through the high grass and 
low 
timber—they 
were, 
suddenly 
fired upon by a body of Indians, who 
had here secreted themselves. They 
kept firing from behind fallen trees, 
and-none could be discovered except 
by the flash and reports of their 
guns. 
The troops were formed in 
order of battle—an order was given 
to charge upon the enemy, which 
was so spiritedly obeyed tfiat the 
Indians retreated a short distance, 
when 
they 
again made, aAstaiKl. 
which they did repeatedly, only to 
take up a new position. The Indi- 
ans contested the ground inch by 
inch—firing- from the tall grass anil- 
bushes—until they were absolutely 
pushed out at the point of the. bay- 
onet, such, was their desperation in 
this their last contest. 
They were 
finally driven into the tall erase on 
Uie Wisconsin bottom—so tall as to 
be above the heads of men on horse- 
back—and night how coining on. ' 
further pursuit was abandoned until 
morning.

The total loss of the 
Indians in this battle was nearly oil'1 
hundred, while th<> whites only losi 
one killed and eight wounded.
